The News from the Crimea.— The intel- 
ligence brought by the steamer America and 
published under our telegraphic head is impor- 
tant, and we confess that we receive the infor- 
mation of the defeat of the allies in the Crimea 
with mixed emotions of grief and satisfaction. 
We regard the war, which they are waging 
t^pon Russia, as unnecessary, unjust, and aggres- 
sive. It is unnecessary because the terms on 
which Russia offered to make peace were fair 
and honorable, and ought to have been accepted. 
It is unjust because it was unprovoked on the 
part of Russia. It is aggressive because the 
allies boldly avow that their purpose is to crip- 
ple the power of Russia, and to limit the exten- 
sion of her empire. 

But, while we admit all this to be true, we 
also admit that we have no wish to see England 
and France prostrated by the power of Russia. 
It would be an unfortunate day for human pro- 
gress and christian civilization that should place 
the allies at the mercy of Rus-ia. What we do 
desire to see is the restoration of peace to Eu- 
rope on a fair and proper basis; we should not 
care if the effete dynasty of the Sultans were 
terminated by a partition of the Turkish territo- 
ry among the christian powers of Western Eu- 
rope. 

If the recent defeat of the allied armies shall 
to lower the tone of the French 
Governments and constrain them to 
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it will be well 
for them, and well for the cause of humanity in 
all Europe. But we confess we have little hope 
of such a result. The pride of the allies will 
probably revolt at the humilitation of negotiat- 
ing under the influence of what they probably 
esteem a temporary reverse, and they will make 
efforts to retrieve their losses. The news by the 
next steamer will be looked for with great inter- 
by everybody in this country.

noon last. We glean the lollowing particulars 
from the New York Times: 

It appears that Charles Johnson, Robert John- 
son, William Johnson, Patrick McDonough, 
and James Campbell had been spending the even- 
ins: together at the house of Thomas Johnson (a 
brother of the other Johnsons named), on La- 
fayette street, near Raymond. Robert Johnson 
is iu the employ of Mr. Heath, the contractor on 
Clove road, and lives at Bedford. Soon after 
12 o'clock he started for home. All of the par- 
ties named as being in his party walked with 
him' to Raymond street, where, after some little 
conversation, Charles, the deceased, proposed, 
as it was a pleasant night, to walk part of the 
way home with Robert. All assented to it but 
William, who said he would wait where he was 
until their return. They started up Raymond 
street, and just at the corner of Fulton avenue 
they discovered three men (subsequently found 
to be named Michael McGorman, Michael Mc- 
Gee, and Patrick Sorley) extended across the 
gutter, face downward, and feet extended in the 
treet. Seeing a new pair of boots near them, 
and supposing them to be sleeping off the ef- 
fects of strong drink, one of the party remarked, 
Somebody will steal those boots; we had better 
start them home, or the M. P.'s will take them 
in." Acting upon this suggestion, they attempted 
to arouse the men by shaking them, and then by 
rubbing their ears, but only succeeded in arous- 
g McGorman, who, springing up suddenly, 
said he would go home for nobody, drew a 
knife from his pocket, and thrust it several times 
into Charles Johnson, inflicting punctured 
wounds of the abdomen and pleura, nates, and 
arm, from the effects of which he died in a few 
hours. He next attacked Robert Johnson, 
stabb> d him in the back and abdomei. and then 
struck at Patrick McDonough, inflic f ng an in- 
cised wound on his right thigh, some eight inches 
in length, when he escaped from the fiend with 
his associates 

The whole transaction was the work of a mo- 
ment. When the knife was drawn? the deceased 
cried out "watch," and after he was stabbed, 
sung out that he was murdered, and his com- 
panions were stabbed when they came to his as- 
sistance, while the others fled. Chas. A. Liv- 
ingston, a private watchman, heard the cries of 
murder, and immediately after rapping for as- 
sistance, repaired to the spot and saw a portion 
of the transaction. He attempted to arrest the 
infuriated man, but it was with great difficulty 
that he escaped with his own life, after defend- 
ing himself against the knife for a whole block, 
breaking his club to pieces over the man, who 
vowed a determination to kill him. Mr. Liv- 
ingston, having escaped from his assailant, 
started for assistance, and, after going three 
blocks to the corner of JVlyrtle avenue and Navy 
street, he found Officers Casler, Velsor, and 
Skidmore, of the fourth district police, who 
promptly started for the spot, and succeeded in 
finding McGorman on Fulton avenue, near Gold 
street, five blocks from the scene of the murder. 
He was|deterrained not to be taken alive, using 
his knife freely, and it was with the greatest 
difficulty that he was overpowered and secured. 
Even then he made desperate efforts to relieve 
himself. The knife, covered with blood, was 
found in his pocket, and, acknowledging the 
deed, said that he wished to kill the policeman 
and at least 20 Irishmen. His companions were 
arrested near where the murder occurred, and 
with Wm. Johnson were all safely lodged in the 
fourth district station-house. The two wounded 
Johnsons were immediately conveyed to the 
Brooklyn City Hospital, on Raymond street, 
where they received the immediate attention of 
Dr. Henry W. Holmes, ph> sic i an in that insti- 
tution, and Mr. John Morgan, superintendent, 
but Chas. Johnson was passed all medical skill, 
and breathed his last in a few hours. His 
brother Robert, it is feared, cannot live. Mc- 
Donough was taken to his boarding-house, on 
Raymond street, but at twelve o'clockyesterday 
was removed to the hospital. His injuries are 
not considered at present dangerous.

Cholera at Lexington. — We noticed a few 
days ago the appearance of the cholera in Lex- 
ington. The Observer of Wednesday says: 

The disease made its appearance in our city 
on Tuesday, the 25th ult., and up to the present 
time there have been eighteen deaths. As is 
usual, upon the first appearance of this disease, 
most of the first caaes proved fatal in a short 
timej but withiu a day or two past it has, in a 
great measure, lost its malignity. It is true, 
undoubtedly, that the disease is in our midst, 
but certainly not as an epidemic, and it is the 
opinion of our medical men generally, based 
upon their previous knowledge and observation 
of its course, that it will not prevail to any 
great extent. 

Among the deaths were Henry Stipes, Miss 
Mayfield, a young lady at Mr. Ed rington's. Mrs. 
Jarvis, and a son of Mr. Chas. Riley, six years 
old. AH the others were Irish and colored.

Halifax, July 5.

Lord Raglan's dispatch and the newspaper 
correspondence are at hand describing the gal- 
lant capture of the Mamelon and the Quarries. 
The main facts have been already stated with a 
general correctness. 

The allies have made an unsuccessful attempt 
to storm Sebastopol. The most sinister rumors 
prevailed in regard to the transactions. By 
some accounts the English loss is set down at 
4,000 men, but the report is b lieved to be ex- 
aggerated. Th>> following are the only official 
notihications of the event: 

Lord Panmure "fegrets to have to announce 
that he has received information that the Eng- 
glish troops attacked the Redan and the French 
the Malakoff Towers at daylight on the morn- 
ing of the 18th without the success which has 
hitherto attended our efforts. Both the French 
and ourselves have suffered considerably." 

Advices from Pelissier are to the same effect. 
Private accounts published in the London Stand- 
ard say that the loss of British officers in killed 
and wounded amounts to no less than 70. Among 
the killed are Gen. Sir J. Campbell, Col. Yea, 
and Col. Shadforth. 

The greatest portion of the loss was experi- 
enced in a ravine where a powerful and un- 
expected battery wa9 openea on them. The 
allies lost terribly the Ruseians springing a 
mine, and during the confusion they recaptured 
Mamelon tower. 

A dispatch from Bucharest via Vienna con- 
firms the report that an expedition has been un- 
dertaken against Perekop. 

The Russian account of the success of the al- 
lies in the Sea of Azof! is published. Gortscha- 
koff confirms the success secured by the allies, 
says that the operations against the Sea of Azoff 
were anticipated. The stores of grain destroyed 
were private property, and were not intended 
for the use of the Russian army. 

The ccrrespondence relates the horrible atroc- 
ities perpetrated by the French and Turks at 
the capture of Kertch. 

A dispatch from Varna dated June 17th, 
which w*s retarded on the way, says that the 
Russians had made an unsuccessful attack on 
Kars, and reports that they had taken Anapa. 

The Austrian commander had proclaimed 
martial law in Moldavia, but the Moldavian au- 
thorities refuse to promulgate unless authorized 
by the Sultan. 

Constantine Balz, son of the reigning Prince, 
was killed at J assy in a duel by the Austrian 
Major Stalberj. The affair had caused consid- 
erable sensation in the Principalities. 

The Baltic. — The recent attack on an Eng- 
lish boat crew at Hungo, under a flag of truce, 
causes much excitement in England. The un- 
prejudiced supposition is, that the Russians sup- 
posed the boat was taking soundings, as recent- 
ly was done at Kertch. The Russian account 
in the Invalide Russ says 6 were killed and the 
remainder are prisoners. 

Austria. — The Russian influence is very ac- 
tive even in the smallest German courts. 

The Journal of St. Petersburg publishes the 
semi-official discussion on Count Walewaskie's 
French circular of May 20. The Journal also 
semi-officially says that peace is possible if 
France and England are willing, inasmuch as 
the fourth point is morally, although not form- 
ally settled, and the other points, viz: naviga- 
tion of the Danube and the evacuation of the 
Principalities, are also settled, leaving only the 
Vienna third point to be arranged. 

The Austrian army being disbanded, the re- 
duction is great and rapid. 

Great Britain. — The steamer Hermann car- 
ried out intelligence of the presentation to Par- 
liament of the report of the Roebuck committee. 
The report merely admits that the sufferings of 
the army have been aggravated by incompetency 
at home. Since then there has been considera- 
ble excitement created by Mr. Roebuck in con- 
sequence of his report Being overruled by the 
other members of the committee, they having 
given notice of a vote of censure on the govern- 
ment, so worded as to embrace the grievances of 
all sections of the opposition. 

The debate on administration reform, after 
repeated adjournments, ended in the unanimous 
adoption of Sir Bulwer Lytton's resolution that 
the House of Commons recommends to the ear- 
liest attention of the Ministers the necessity of 
a careful revision of the various official estab- 
lishments. 

Mr. Buchanan has received the degree of 
Doctor of Common Law from the University of 
Oxford, as also did Chief Justice Robinson of 
Canada, Sir Charles Lyell, Alfred Tennyson, 
&c, 

The Admiralty have awarded £1,600 to the 
sailors of the ship James Chester. 

France. — The Senate and Legislature are con- 
voked for July 2d to negotiate a new loan of 
$100,000,000 or $150,000,000. 

Louis Napoleon was ill for two days but has 
recovered. 

The French funds fell 2 per cent on the an- 
nouncement of the Emperor's illness. 

Spain.— The disturbances at San Diego have 
been suppressed. 

We have no reliable statement respecting the 
Carlist insurrection. Russia is suspected of be- 
ing the instigator. 

Mr. Dodge had his first interview with the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs and friendly re- 
marks were exchanged. 

Denmark. — The Danish Diet is dissolved. 

Deluce forbids the enlistments in foreign ser- 
vice under penalty of 8 years imprisonment.

Johnston heads the seceding party, leading off 
for a Northern party that shall repudiate the 
Philadelphia platform by striking out the 15th 
article and inserting a declaration in favor of the 
Missouri compromise. 

It is said also that Gov. Gardner has addressed 
a letter to Gov. Johnston, inviting Pennsylvania 
to join the East. 

The seceding delegates are organizing a State 
Council to-day in opposition to the Pliladelphia 
platform.

Indian Office. — Interesting Information 
from the Snperintendent of Indian Affairs for 
the Territory of New Mexico. — By a letter from 
the superintendent of Indian affairs for the 
Territory of New Mexico, d^ ted Santa Fe, May 
28, 1855, we are in receipt of information that a 
"talk" has b« en held by Col. Miles, of the U. 
S. army, with the chiefs of the Mascalero tribe 
of the Apache nation, in which the Indians 
made application for peac. In the course of 
the "talk," one of the chiefs said that some of 
the Jicarillas tribe were living in the mountains 
who wanted peace, but were afraid to come in. 
They are believed to be sincere in their applica- 
tion, and the 9ih of June has been appointed 
by the superintendent of Indian affairs to meet 
these Indians, and, in connection with them, the 
Gila Apaches. 

Information has also been received that there 
have been several severe skirmishes between 
United States troops and the hostile Utahs and 
Jicarillas during the i resent month (May), in 
which the Indians have suffered severely. The 
official report shows a loss on the part of the 
Utahs of between forty and fifty killed, many 
wounded, and six children made captive. The 
loss of the Jicarillas is less — being stated at sev- 
en killed, a large number wounded, and four 
prisoners. Both bands lost their camp ''quip 
age, provisions, and clothing. After the last 
fight with the Utahs, Blanco, the chief of the 
hostile band, appeared upon the top of a high 
hill, and said that he was tired of fighting, and 
desired peace; but the commanding officer re- 
plied that he was not authorized to make peace, 
after which a volunteer fired at Blanco, and the 
talk ended. The loss on the part of the United 
States troops is said to be very light, not exceed 
ing two killed and three wounded. 

Since the return of the troops from the Indian 
country several depredations nave been commit- 
ted on the frontiers, in which three or four Mex 
icans were killed, two made prisoners, and some 
stock driven off. 

A visit to the superintendent was made by a 
party of between thirty and forty Texan Cu- 
manches, who state they have been driven from 
the country by the Osages, and desired to re- 
main in the Territory, but they were directed to 
return home. They delivered up a Mexican 
boy whom they had captured in Chihuahua last 
summer. 

It is found to be difficult to get the Pueblo In 
dians to Receive the presents of agricultural im 
plements intended for them. They state that 
the Mexican government formerly gave them 
presents, and after the lapse of several years de- 
manded pay from them, and required the Pueb- 
los to perform military duty in discharge of the 
debt, and feel apprehensive that our government 
may pursue the same policy.

Serious Affair in Baxter street. -Sunday 
night being very hot, not a few people in the 
city ascended to the roofs of their residences to 
sleep, a custom much in practice during the sul- 
try weather. On that evening several Italians, 
with their wives and children, occupying a por- 
tion of the premises 26{ Baxter street, as they 
had done on various other occasions, lay down 
on the top r.f the hou-e and went to sleep. 
About 1^ o'clock A M., however, they were 
disturbed by the intrusion of three young fel- 
lows giving their names as John and Thomas 
Wilson, brothers, and Daniel Flannigan, who 
commenced using abusive and indecent language, 
and, worse than all, took improper liberties with 
«ev ral of the females. They w<»re remonstrated 
with and requested to quit their abuse and leave. 
This they refused to do, and renewed their in- 
terference with the wives of the Italians. This 
was no longer to be endured, and John Bouton 
and Joseph Pendleton, organ players, to protect 
their families from further insult, got up, as is 
alleged, and stabbed the two Wilsons in the side 
and abdomen, in the most frightful manner. 

They were at once conveyed to the New York 
Hospital, where they now lie in a most critical 
condition. The attending physician has but lit- 
tle hope of their recovery. Flannigan was also 
stabbed, but it is thought not dangerously. He 
also was conveyed to the Hospital for treatment. 
Search was immediately made for the Italians 
who are charged with using their knives with 
such terrible effect, but they had decamped or 
at least left the roof. They, however, were 
found at home, yesterday afternoon, and arrest- 
ed by officers Donohue and Bradley of the Sixth 
Ward Police.

Inquest No. 93 — Held yesterday opposite the 
tow-head, on the body of an unknown man. He 
was seen about seven o' lock in the morning on 
a raft which is made fast to the shore, and also 
seen to take off his hat ann jump into the river. 
It is believed he was a citizen of this city, but, 
although seen by mrny, he was not recognized. 
His dress consisted of two shirts and linen pants 
— the under-shirt was check and the other white 
— had on heavy shoes and a black soft hat. He 
was a young man about five feet eight inches 
high, with jet-black hair. Verdict, "Came to 
his death by drowning himself in the river." 



Heavy Verdict Against a Collector of Customs. 
In the United States Court at Detroit on Tues- 
day last, the suit of the United States against 
Oliver M. Hyde, ex- Collector of the port of 
Detroit, was tried. The action was brought to 
recover the sum of $14,238 60. The U. S. claim- 
ed that this amount remained unaccounted for 
in the defendant's hands, for money collected by 
him as U. S. Collector of Customs. The de- 
fense offered as a set-off a claim against the U. 
S. by defendant amounting to the sum of $19,000 
for services rendered and money expended by 
defendant in seizing 162 vessels in the year 
1850, under the direction of the Department at 
Washington; which vessels were engaged in the 
transportation of timber unlawfully taken from 
Government lands. There was no evidence pro- 
duced to show that this account had been pr» 
sented to the Treasurer's Department for allow- 
ance. The court ruled that this account could 
not be given in evidence until this fact was*, 
shown. A verdict was rendered for the sum of 
$14,233 60, with leave to defendant to move for 
a new trial, on showing that this proposed set- 
off had been presented to and acted upon by the 
Treasury Department. 

Heavy Loss. — On Saturday last, W. C. De- 
Pauw, Esq., president of the Bank of Salem, 
went from this city to Salem, having with him a 
package of notes, principally on his own bank, 
amounting to $2,700. On leaving the cars at 
Salem he left his package on his seat in the car, 
and did not miss it until the cars were out of 
reach. Mr. DePauw immediately returned to 
this city for the purpose of telegraphing his 
loss to different points, but the wires were all 
down, and he did not succeed. The car in 
which the money was left returned here last 
evening, but the conductor knew nothing of the 
lost money. Mr. DePauw has gone North to 
try and identify the man who is believed to 
have taken the money. — N. Albany Ledger.

Jeffersonville Railroad. — We learn that 
the committee on the part of the Jeffersonville 
Railroad Company, consisting of John Zulauf, 
D. Ricketts, W. O. Rockwood, and A. P. Os- 
borne, Esqs , returned from Indianapolis some 
days ago without having been able to effect any 
new runniDg arrangement with the Madison 
and Indianapolis Railroad Company, such as 
was proposed by that company some months 
ago. If this is the fact, as we presume it is, we 
i like to see our citizens come forward and 
: the Jeffersonville Company to complete 
their road, independent of the Ma<iison road, to 
Indianapolis. To do this requires only the lay- 
ing down of a track thirty miles, from Edinbtirg 
to Indianapolis. This city already has a large 
interest in the Jeffersonville road, and sound pol- 
icy requires that more money shall be expended 
in perfecting that work. Money expended in 
this way would doubtless be profitably invested, 
as it would enable the Company to increase its 
business and enlarge the capacities of the road 
to bring trade and travel to this place. 

Steamboats Bcrnt. — The steamers Ken- 
tucky and Prairie State, on the 1st inst., while 
at the lower boat yard at Rock Island, were 
consumed to the water's edge. The Prairie 
State had just come off the ways, where she had 
been undergoing repairs, and was empty. She 
was five years old. valued at $7,000, and owned 
by the Keokuk Packet Company. The Ken- 
tucky was an old boat, valued at about $5,000. 
There was no insurance on either boat.

Vir- 
ginia was duly congratulated at the late meet- 
ing, but had any one prophesied such things to 
the member from Accomac in the days of h s 
"youthful chivalry," how would his ire have 
burned! By the way, Mike Walsh was among 
the great men missing on Wednesday evening. 
He was much wanted, and I fear some insidious 
foe had managed to give him that one more 
glass, "to make him as drunk as he ought to 
be," and deprive the meeting of the benefits of 
his sagacity. 

The Germans had a glorious festival this week 
at Elm Park, a little out of the city.

But coming to the music I must speak serious- 
ly; how classical without being cold, how rich 
and graceful, how free from all the mistaken 
extravagancies which too often supply the place 
of musical inspiration; how delicious it is to 
feast on the composer's genius, instead of lis- 
tening to unmeaning combinations which you 
know were thrown together to exhibit the range 
of a certain voice, or the ease with which it can 
run the scales.

The Times thinks Morelli was not rollick- 
ing enough for the Don; well, the Times is au- 
thority, and I am not, but. do you consider that 
a Don Giovanni is a "rollicking" fellow? Sav- 
ing the Lieut. Governor's reverence, I opine 
that a handsome Italian like Morelli has a 
deuced deal clearer conception of the character. 
Rosa DeVries sang and acted Donna Ana with 
taste and spirit. The pathetic and earnest style 
of her music is in exquisite contrast with that 
of the peasant-girl; as is also the laughing reci- 
tative in the cemetery between Leporello and 
Don Juan, with the martial and solemn notes of 
the commandant, by which they are interrupted. 
If anything could make me believe in ghosts it 
would be those thrilling, supernatural tones: 
and, truth to tell, in this, and the final scene, I 
really felt cool, despite the excessive warmth of 
the weather, the gas, and the crowded state of 
the house. Gasparoni rendered the statue of 
the commander most skillfully, and there was 
nothing throughout that one could find fault 
with, save the inartistic change in the denoue- 
ment. Not that I particularly desire to see the 
devil fly off with the Don bodily, but because 
the sinking of the Statue, a blaze of red light 
at the side, and the exit of Don Giovanni, cen- 
ter, leaving the curtain to fall on an empty stage 
is terribly meagre, and, if 'tis thought best, for 
any of the reasons of the Athenian rude me- 
chanicals, that the Don should not be

due regard to secure effect should be had in the 
alteration. 

With "Don Giovanni" ended a truly brilliant 
and successful operatic experiment of some four 
months, satisfactory to audience and artists.

An Amusing Affair. — The richest affair 
that we have heard of for a "month of Sundays" 
is related in the following /rom the last number 
of the St. Louis Evening Mirror: 

The Herald and Mr. Bennett. — A most 
extraordinary event has recently brought one of 
our cotemporaries before the public in an aspect 
far from enviable. It seems that the Morning 
Herald, for two successive Sundays, has con- 
tained stanzas, after the Don Juan model, both 
in verse and sentiment, skillfully written and 
faultlessly constructed, but containing, so it was 
supposed, direct reference to the character and 
virtue of female members of a highly respecta- 
ble family in this city. When the first of the 
series appeared, it seems that Mr. Bennett, of 
the firm of Russell & Bennett, believing that the 
publication contained aspersions against his 
family, called upon the editor of the Herald, P. 
G. Ferguson, who declared that such was not 
the case. On last Sunday the Herald appeared 
with a second number of the series, and with 
Mr. Ferguson's disavowal that the publication 
had reference to Mr. Bennett's family. The 
last of the series of stanzas certainly contained 
insinuations, if not, indeed, positive charges of 
an intrigue between some lady and her lover; 
but who was the lady or the lover, we were at 
the time we read them at a loss to divine, nor 
should we, unaided, have ever been able to 
guess. 

We are disposed to believe Ferguson's state- 
ment in his paper, that the subject was a fanciful 
one, had no particular local or personal refer- 
ence, and least of all did we imagine that it 
could apply to a lady of unblemished reputation 
or respectable standing. We have great confi- 
dence in female purity, and especially in that of 
the St. Louis ladies, and we should never have 
applied the poetic sketch of the Herald to any 
lady in this city. 

From the title, or from some other indica- 
tions, Mr. Bennett deemed the stanzas to con' 
tain a slanderous and grossly faUe accusation 
against his family.

Remarkable Escape from Death. — We 
have been furnished with the particulars of an 
exciting scene which transpired in the township 
of Columbia, Lorain county, on Saturday, the 
30th ultimo, which should operate as a caution 
against descending into wells in any instance 
before taking means, by lowering a lighted can 
die, to ascertain the presence of choke damp, or 
carbonic acid gas. 

A lad about fifteen, named Jarvis Noble, des- 
cended into the well of his grandfather, Wm. E 
Smith, to recover a bucket which had fallen 
and when part way down he reached the nox 
ious gas and instantly fell to the bottom, where 
were four feet of water. An alarm given by 
two lads, who were watching Jarvis over the 
curb, drew th*- family from the supper table, 
On seeing the dying condition of the boy, his un 
cle, Wm. A. Smith, entered the well, being let 
down by the windlass, and found Jarvis in an up 
right position, leaning against the wall, with his 
head and shoulders out of the water, but in ; 
senseless condition. The air immediately affect 
ed Mr Smith so that be could render no aid, 
and called to be drawn out, which was done, he 
not being able to stand when he reached the top. 
Calvin Smith, a brother of William A., in the 
excitement of the moment, then went into the 
well without any rope, but had got down but a 
tew feet when, inhaling the gas, he fell to the 
bottom. The father, Mr. Wm. E. Smith, then 
entered the well to rescue his son and grandson, 
being let down by a rope tied beneath his arms. 

The curb was knocked away to give the rope 
length enough to enable Mr. S. to reach the 
two bodies, and the fattier succeeded in gettin, 
an extra rope around his son Calvin, but coul 
not tie it before the gas overcame him, and the 
three seemed dying together. Those above — for 
Mr. Thos. Peachy, William Nichols, and other 
neighbors, had rallied — called to the elder Mr, 
Smith, but he was speechless; and drawing upon 
the rope which held him, they raised the father 
and son together — the grasp of the former upon 
the rope that passed around the latter was a 
death-clutch — but before getting to the mouth 
of the well, the rope slipped through the hands 
of the father and Calvin fell heavily back into 
the water, and the father was drawn out sense- 
less, yet alive. Then William A. Smith, having 
recovered from the effects of his first descent, 
went down a second time, having a rope fasten- 
ed to his body, and was enabled to pass another 
around his brother Calvin. 

At this time Jarvis had been in the well an 
half hour, and as the rope was passed around 
Calvin, from some cause — probably the agita- 
tion of the water partially lifted the noxious gas 
from its surf ace— Jarvis revived sufficiently to 
make one struggle for life, and climbing up 
Calvin's back got hold of the rope, and the 
three were drawn upward When half-way up, 
and about twelve feet fiom the mouth, Thomas 
Peachey was let down by a rope and succeeded 
in fastening another rope round the lad Jarvis, 
and all were finally one by one drawn from the 
well. We are glad to know that those who suf- 
fered from the gas are all recovering. We sup- 
pose the agitation of the water prevented a to- 
tal extinction of life. It is a fact worthy of 
note, that the young man, Jarvis Noble, entered 
the well about two weeks since and thoroughly 
cleaned it. The extinguishment of a lighted 
candle, or torch, or any other flame, is a sure 
indicator of the presence of carbonic acid ga*.

Diabolical Atrocity— Three Men Killed 
and Seven Severely Injured. — At a very early 
hour on Monday morning, between midnight 
and 2 o'clock, A. M., three men were killed and 
seven severely injured, as they were passing be- 
neath the bridge across the Bellefontaine road, 
in a railroad car, about five miles distant from 
•his city. 

This bridge is in progress of completion. 
The derrick, it appears, which was used by the 
workmen in elevating the stones and timber ne- 
cessary in its construction, and which had been 
swung aside by the masons after finishing their 
day's labor, to en ble the cars to pass with safe- 
ty, had been replaced by some fiendish wretch 
in its dangerous position. Its ropes had been 
loosened just far enough to bring it into contact 
with the faces of those on board the car when 
seated in an open car. 

Shortly after midnight a train came up. Its 
engineer of course suspected no danger, and 
drove through the bridge at the ordinary rate. 
The rope came in contact with a gang of work- 
men, the majority of whom were seated in an 
open car. It swept them all off. Those who 
weie lying at the time, alone escaped. 

John O'Neal, laborer; and Jacob Law, carpen- 
ter, of Wayne co., Ind., were killed instantly.
